InThle Onatry—TJie Price of Elephants 
Tnska Has ttot Greatly Cbang**! In Re- 
cent Yean—A Coatly Ltumry 
WbenWnitelaw Reid was in search of 


» workman to decorate apartments at 
Ophir Farm with rich and beautfol an 
tiqnes Drought over from Europe he 
found that there was but one man in 
America who could do such work, and 
holays::k Had Mr Reid been in search 
of skilled ivory carvers he would have 
found ttem almost as scarce There are 
not above threfe or four ivory carvers of 
approved pin 11 in New York, and hardly 
so many in all the rest of the country 


The men who do such work are paid 


high wqgea the year ronnd, whether 
busy or die They are Frenchmen Ger 
mans and Julians. Of the three the 
Italians are pe^h^ps the most skillful 
since ivory carving has been an art in a 


Hie most famous 


Ivory carver living however isaFrenc'i 
man Moreau Vanthier 
Few of his 


masterpieces liav e been seen la America, 
though wo were sold at the famous 
Morgan irt sale of a few years ago, and 
two more, held at a great pnce are now 
in the possession of a noted American 
jeweler 


The ivory carv era of this country do 


Little or nothing in the East Indian or 
Japanese manner, nor do they occupy 
themselves with figure work Their chief 
employment is in producing decorati\ e 
toilet ana (stationery articles 
The; rage 


for stained and carved ivory is of recent 
growth in the United States and tho de- 
mand fo.f such articles is not large as 
they are more costly than the same 
articles 4i silver would be 
They were 


produced to tickle tho jaded esthetic 
palates of the nch and Inxnnous and 
only those who may trifle a\vij \\hit 
they will indulge themselves jto in>
